Poor Wo- 
men at their Looking Glaſſes viewing their Ap- 
parel, and ſeeing that the wrinkles are out which 
they had got at the Pawnbrokers. 'Tallow- 
Chandlers who do Buſineſs privately in Back- 
Cellars and upper Rooms to evade the King's 
Duty, taking Advantage of moſt Peoples being 
at Church, in the Fields, or afleep, to make 
Mould Candles, known by the Name of Running 
abe Buck. Handicrafts paſſing or repaſſing the 
Streets with their own (or perhaps other Peoples) 
Offspring in their Arms, and followed! by their 
Wives, who chearfully bring up the Enfigns of 
their Obedience, i. e. tbeir Huſbandi Canes, A 
general Jumble from one End of London to. the 
other, of Silks, Cottons, printed Linens, and 
Callicoees. Thieves take the Opportunity while 
Families are at Church, to ruth in upon Servants, 
who too careleſsly open their Doors to them, by 
which Means they are often abuſed, and the 
Houſes robbed before the Mafter returns. Mi- 
ſers, who have tocked themſelves up in their Cham- 

ders, are counting over their Money and lopking 
over Bills, Bonds, Leaſes, Notes and Aſſignments, 
being fearful of leaving them, leſt they fhould 
be robbed. Merchants got into their Compting 
Houſes, with Bottles. of Wine, o__ and To- 


| bacco 
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bacco before them, and ſtudying Schemes for the 
Advancement of their ſeveral Stocks both in 
Trade and the Publick Funds, Midwives 
making their Appearance at Pariſh Churches with 
Infants in their Arms to be baptized, being pre- 
ceded by the Fathers and Godfathers, and fol- 
lowed by Godmothers and other Goſſips; during 
which Time the Nurſes at home, are dreſſing 
thernſelves and Miſtreſſes, ſeeing that every Thing 
is in the Houſe that can be wanted at Supper, 
treating private Viſirants, whoſe Time will not per- 
mit them to ſtay, with Caudle, Cake and Glaſſes 
of Wine of ſpirituous Liquors, and in Fact, get- 
ting half drunk themſelves, that they may be in 
Higb "_ as they term it, all the reſt of the 
Evening. Widows, whoſe Huſbands are to 
be buried in the Evening, are dreſſing themſelves
